The  Dallas  Coin  Club  was  organized  on  May  24.  1928  through  the 
efforts  of  William  A  Philpott,  Jr.  and  C.A.  McGlamery.  They  were  the 
first  president  and  secretary/treasurer  respectively  and  were 
assigned  membership  numbers  1  and  2. 

Also,  at  the  club's  organizational  meeting  a  facsimilie  of  the 
Confederate  half  dollar  reverse  was  adopted  as  the  club's  emblem.  The 
original  die  for  the  Confederate  half  dollar  was  made  at  the  New 
Orleans  mint  in  1861  after  the  mint  had  been  captured  by  Confederate 
forces.  Only  four  original  coins  were  struck  with  this  die.  This  half 
dollar  is  not  particularly  attached  to  Texas  history,  but  is  symbolic  of 
the  whole  South.  Since  the  Dallas  Coin  Club  was  the  first  coin  club  to  be 
organized  in  the  South,  the  Confederate  half  dollar  is  fitting  as  an 
insignia  for  the  club.  The  emblem  appears  on  the  club's  medals, 
membership  cards  and  stationary. 

The  club  became  a  member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
on  October  1,  1928.  The  Club  joined  the  newly  founded  Texas 
Numismatic  Association  in  1960. 

The  Big  "D"  Coiners  Club  merged  with  the  Dallas  Coin  Club  on  April 
15.  1971,  many  members  belonged  to  both  clubs. 

Two  members  of  the  Dallas  Coin  Club  served  on  the  U.S.  Assay 
Commission,  they  were  Mr.  Philpott  and  Brad  Mills.  Many  other 
members  have  been  leading  figures  in  national  and  state  numismatics. 
Many  members  have  authored  books  and  penned  many  articles  pertaining 
to  numismatics  down  through  the  years.  Also,  members  frequently 
exhibit  at  local,  state  and  national  coin  shows. 

The  club  has  hosted  six  Texas  Numismatic  Association  conventions 
(1964,  1967,  1972,  1975,  1978.  and  1981)  and  one  American 

Numismatic  Association  convention  in  1953,  Coincident  with  the  club's 
25th  anniversary.  In  1970,  the  club  hosted  the  seventh  Professional 
Numismatic  Guild  Convention.  The  club  has  also  hosted  many  local  coin 
shows. 

The  club  has  met  every  month  since  its  inception.  From  May  1928 
to  August  1979,  the  club  held  its  meetings  in  the  Baker  Hotel.  The  lone 
exception  was  1938  when  the  club  met  at  the  Adolpus  Hotel  From 
September  1979  to  June  1986,  the  club  met  at  the  Holiday  Inn  Central. 
From  July  1986  to  May  1989,  the  meetings  were  held  at  the  Colony 
Parke  Hotel.  Since  June  1989  to  the  present,  meetings  have  been  held 
at  the  Dallas  International  Center  in  Preston  Center  on  the  corner  of 
Northwest  Highway  and  Preston  Rd.  Meetings  are  held  on  the  third 
Thursday  of  the  month  at  7:30pm. 
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The  Dallas  Coin  Club  has  had  silver  medals  coined  in  the  following 
years  -  1953,  i960.  1978,  and  1995.  Bornze  medals  were  coined  in 
1995.  An  extremely  limited  gold  medal  was  coined  for  the  year  1953, 
a  few  of  the  1978  medals  were  gold-plated 

The  Dallas  Coin  Club  stresses  friendship  and  knowledge  through 
numismatics.

On  November  21st  members  of  the  Dallas,  Fort  Worth,  and  Mid 
Cities  Coin  Clubs  toured  the  Dallas  Federal  Reserve  Bank.  The  following 
is  a  brief  history  of  the  Federal  Reserve  System  and  the  Dallas  Fed. 

There  are  12  Reserve  Banks  and  25  Branch  offices  in  the  Federal 
Reserve  System  that  operate  under  the  general  supervision  of  a  seven- 
member  Board  of  Governors  headquartered  in  Washington,  D.C.  The 
System  is  responsible  for  determining  the  supply  of  credit  and  money, 
supervising  member  banks  and  bank  holding  companies,  and  serving  as 
the  bank  for  commercial  banks  and  the  U.S.  government. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Federal  Reserve  are 
appointed  by  the  president  and  approved  by  Congress  to  serve  14-year 
terms.  The  terms  are  staggered,  with  one  term  expiring  every  two 
years  to  ensure  that  no  administration  can  name  the  majority  of  the 
Board. 

The  Board's  prime  responsibility  is  in  the  area  of  monetary  policy. 
The  Board  also  sets  reserve  requirements  for  financial  institutions, 
approves  discount  rate  changes  proposed  by  the  boards  of  directors  of 
each  Reserve  Bank,  and  sets  margin  requirements  on  credit  extended  to 
brokers,  banks  and  others  to  purchase  stock. 

Finally,  the  Board  is  responsible  for  implementing  the  major 
consumer  credit  laws,  such  as  Truth  in  Lending  and  the  Equal  Credit 
Opportunity  Act. 

The  Federal  Reserve  receives  no  budget  appropriations  from 
Congress.  Instead,  the  Fed  earns  income  from  interest  on  loans  made  to 
financial  institutions,  interest  from  Treasury  securities  being  held  and 
from  fees  paid  for  its  services.  At  the  end  of  each  year,  Reserve  Banks 
send  all  earnings  over  costs  to  the  U.S.  Treasury.  Last  year  this 
amounted  to  $21  billion  which  contributed  to  the  reduction  of  the 
national  deficit. 

The  Dallas  Fed  serves  the  Eleventh  Federal  Reserve  District,  which 
encompasses  approximately  350,000  square  miles  of  Texas,  northern 
Louisiana  and  southern  New  Mexico,  with  branch  offices  in  El  Paso, 
Houston,  and  San  Antonio. 

The  Dallas  Federal  Reserve  Bank  is  a  banker's  bank,  providing 
services  for  financial  institutions.  Every  business  day,  millions  of 
dollars  are  handled  and  processed  at  the  Dallas  Fed.  Each  Federal 
Reserve  note  bears  a  mark  to  the  left  of  the  portrait  indicating  which 
Reserve  Bank  issued  it.  An  "IIK"  shows  the  note  was  issued  by  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Dallas. 
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The  Dallas  Fed  ensures  that  the  currency  is  in  good  condition  by 
removing  from  circulation  coins  and  notes  that  are  damaged,  counterfeit 
or  worn.  Sophisticated  machinery  counts  and  sorts  currency  at  the 
rate  of  60,000  bills  per  hour,  shredding  all  unfit  bills. 

The  largest  service  function  at  the  Dallas  Fed  is  its  check  clearing 
operation.  Ninty  percent  of  the  money  Americans  spend  is  in  the  form 
of  a  check,  this  amounts  to  millions  of  checks  worth  billions  of  dollars 
that  must  be  moved  around  the  country  each  day.  The  Dallas  Fed  alone 
processes  4.5  million  checks  a  day.  Check  operations  take  place  seven 
days  a  week,  24  hours  a  day  on  weekdays.  Checks  are  fed  through  an 
electronic  sorter  that  reads  the  magnetic  ink  on  the  bottom  of  each 
check  at  the  rate  of  100,000  checks  per  hour.  They  are  then  tabulated 
and  credited  or  debited  to  the  proper  financial  institution's  account. 

The  Dallas  Fed  also  handles  transfers  of  securities  between 
institutions,  holds  securities  in  its  vaul  for  safekeeping,  and 
participates  in  a  nationwide  system  that  facilitates  the  processing  of 
municipal  and  corporate  securities  and  noncash  check  drafts.  The  Fed 
also  handles  the  sale  and  redemption  of  original  issues  of  government 
securities  to  assist  the  Treasury  Dept,  in  financing  the  national  debt. 
These  Treasury  bills,  notes  and  bonds  are  sold  to  the  public  and  to 
financial  institutions. 

The  Dallas  Fed  has  primary  responsibility  for  examining  state- 
chartered  member  banks  and  bank  holding  companies  in  its  District. 

The  Dallas  Fed  opened  for  business  on  November  14,  1914  with  27 
employees  on  Main  Street  in  downtown  Dallas.  The  bank  introduced 
Federal  Reserve  notes  in  circulation  to  provide  an  elastic  currency  that 
would  respond  to  the  needs  of  the  business  community.  The  Dallas  Fed 
quickly  outgrew  its  offices  and  moved  October  30,  1915  to  the  corner 
of  Commerce  and  Martin  streets.  Once  again  this  proved  to  be  only 
temporary  because  the  staff  was  expanded  to  handle  extensive  war 
financing  operations  in  1917  because  of  the  U.S.  entry  into  World  War  I 

On  April  2,  1920  the  cornerstone  was  laid  and  ,  11  months  later  the 
employees  moved  into  their  new  offices  on  the  corner  of  Wood  and 
Akard  streets.  In  tribute  to  its  architectural  design,  and  in  recognition 
of  its  role  in  developing  the  area,  the  Dallas  Fed  building's  facade  was 
designated  a  historic  landmark  by  the  city  of  Dallas  in  May  1979. 
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Now  the  Dallas  Fed  is  located  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Woodall 
Rodgers  Expressway  and  North  Pearl  Street  Employees  began  moving 
into  the  building  in  May  1992  while  the  building  was  under  construction. 
The  building  was  officially  opened  to  the  public  on  September  9,  1992. 
Among  the  special  features  of  the  building  is  an  impressive  underground 
fault  that  is  the  equivalent  of  a  five  story  building.  With  its  14  story 
office  tower  and  six  acre  groung  floor,  the  Dallas  Fed  building 
accommodates  and  supports  the  efficient  performance  of  the  bank  in 
fulfilling  its  many  roles  as  a  central  bank. 

The  multifaceted  and  unique,  new  Dallas  Fed  headquarters  is 
designed  to  provide  the  region  with  the  most  secure,  efficient  and 
economical  Federal  Reserve  Bank  possible.

Library  -  Jefferson,  Texas 


The  Texas  Library  is  raising  funds  to  open  the  facility  full  time  for 
visitors  and  researchers.  This  is  one  of  the  largest  displays  for  Texas 
currency  in  existance. 

Co-founders  B.B.  Barr  and  Johnny  N.  Rowe  III  contributed  their 
extensive  collections  of  Texas  paper  money,  books,  maps,  and  other 
historic  items,  according  to  Charles  Chitwood  director  of  the  Archives 
&  Library.  The  collection  covers  the  period  between  1824  to  1935, 
with  more  than  3,000  original  notes  from  more  than  500  Texas  banks. 
The  notes  are  from  banks  in  330  towns  representing  183  Texas 
counties. 

The  collection  has  600  maps  of  Texas  and  the  southwest  region, 
including  a  map  drawn  in  1513  by  German  cartographer  Martin 
Waldseemuller,  believed  to  be  the  first  map  showing  land  that  would 
become  Texas.  There  is  also  a  first  edition  copy  of  David  Crockett's 
book  published  before  his  death  at  the  Alamo,  and  a  copy  of  "Historia  De 
Las  Indias"  by  Lopez  De  Gamara,  published  in  1554  showing  the  first 
woodcut  of  a  bison  in  what  is  now  Texas. 

The  Amon  Carter  Jr.  Estate  recently  donated  "The  Texas  Emigrant" 
collection  of  documents,  including  records  of  land  transactions  relating 
the  stories  of  how  land  was  bought,  how  it  was  sold  and  how  it  was  lost 
in  some  cases. 

The  Texas  Bankers  Association  donated  an  exhibit  chronicling  the 
first  100  years  of  banking  in  Texas.  In  addition  to  this  the  state  gave 
the  archives  34  legal  size  cartons  full  of  documents  relating  to  school 
obligation  bonds  for  the  30  counties  surrounding  Jefferson,  Texas, 
dating  from  1892  to  1943. 

While  donations  of  material  can  always  be  considered,  Chitwood  said 
cash  donations  would  be  most  appreciated.  Jefferson,  is  the  third 
oldest  city  in  Texas  and  is  located  east  of  Dallas  near  the  Louisiana 
border.  Jefferson  is  also  where  the  historic  130  year  old  Haywood 
House  is  located.  The  building,  donated  by  Barr,  has  a  new  roof  but 
needs  updated  heating  and  air  contitioning  systems,  humidity  controls 
and  new  windows  to  fully  prepare  the  5,000  square  foot  building.

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Step  by  Step 

Development  of  a  Quality  Exhibit 

Many  people  do  not  exhibit  simply  because  they  do  not  know  how  to 
develop  a  quality  presentation.  The  first  rule  in  exhibiting  that  you 
should  always  remember  is,  “Do  it  because  it  is  fun."  If  you  don't  get 
enjoyment  out  of  making  an  exhibit,  you  are  missing  a  lot.  Besides  being 
fun,  you  can  gain  a  large  amount  of  knowledge  from  the  research  that  is 
required. 

Your  exhibit  should  revolve  around  a  central  theme  or  purpose. 
Decide  what  you  want  to  exhibit  and  develop  a  theme,  then  make  up  a 
preliminary  title  This  can  change  as  needed  as  your  exhibit  evolves. 
Throughout  the  process,  make  sure  that  your  exhibit  goes  with  your 
title.  Special  attention  needs  to  be  paid  here  to  ensure  that  your  title  is 
not  too  broad.  For  example,  an  exhibit  with  the  title  "U.S.  Coins"  would 
not  be  achievable  by  most,  if  anyone.  Instead,  make  the  title  specific  to 
what  you  are  exhibiting,  such  as,  "U.S.  Half  Dollars,  1950-1964,"  or 
"My  Favorite  U.S.  Coin.”  You  should  thoroughly  research  your  subject. 
In-depth  research  is  not  necessary,  but  the  more  detail,  the  better. 
Remember  to  read  the  exhibit  rules  to  ensure  that  what  you  have  in 
mind  is  allowable,  in  terms  of  number  of  cases,  lights,  outside  signs, 
etc.  Finally,  make  sure  that  your  exhibit  is  complete  and  has  eye  appeal. 
To  imrove  eye  appeal,  include  a  background  such  as  felt  or  poster  board, 
making  sure  that  it  enhances,  rather  than  detracts  from,  the  exhibit.  If 
at  all  possible,  type  all  text  and  make  the  right  and  left  margins  even 
(like  the  ones  in  this  article).  Make  sure  that  your  title  is  large  enough 
to  be  seen,  but  does  not  dominate.  The  first  case  should  contain  the  title 
and  explanatory  information.  References  or  bibliography  (always 
required)  should  be  in  the  last  case.  Associated  (not  necessarily 
numismatic)  items  are  a  great  addition  to  an  exhibit,  so  long  as  they  are 
not  a  distraction.
